NEWS FROM AFFILIATED SOCIETIES 


Entomological Society of Australia = Tasmanian Branch 


Tne branch was addressed by Mr. L. E. Couchman on the 
18th June. This was an illustrated talk on Geographical 
Variation in the Tasmanian Rhopalocera. 


Mr. Couchman pointed out that of the thirty-five species 
recorded from Tasmania, sixteen differed from their 
representatives found in the mainland States, but the existence 
of more or less marked divergences within the island State 
seems to have been overlooked or ignored. 


Among the Hesperiidae, Hesperilla ores sotricha ssp. 
lunawanna Couchman from south Bruny resembles e Kangaroo 
Island race, whereas ssp. plebeia from the north and east of 
Tasmania is nearest the Victorian subspecies. nhs fone 
inula Ploetz occurs on the lowlands of the East Coast, spp. 

ria Waterh. from the central highlands. Out of nine species 
of Satyridae no less than six show superficial differences 
within the State. The endemic Nesoxenica leprea Hewitson, 
differing in highland and lowland areas in colouration of the 
wing markings, the other endemic species, Oreixenica ptunarra 
Couchman varies according to the three areas in which it is 
found, the smallest and darkest being the nominotypical race 
from the Great Lake district at 3500 feet, quite distinctive 
when compared with the races from near Oatlands and Lake Leake, 
the former being only some thirty miles distant, though almost 
two thousand feet lower in altitude. Hetero ha cordace 
Geyer likewise occurs in three races in the west, the central 
highlands, and the north-east, while Hetero ha penelope 
Waterh. occurs in lowland and highland races that paralle 


Anisyia dominula. 


The genus Argynnina shows wide differences between the 
races occurring in the high rainfall (90" = 100") areas of 
the West Coast and the low rainfall (15" = 20") areas of the 
East Coast. Oreixenica lathnoniella Westw. differs in the 
same east-west areas. 


However, the most marked effects of isolation on pattern 
are to be seen in the extremely local populations of the only 
species of lycaenidae to show variation within the State, 
Pseudalmenus chlorinda Blanch. The type occurred on the 
eastern shores of the Derwent River, and is now probably extinct. 
On the Tasman Penisula ssp. rsilus Westw. is markedly more 
colourful than the Victorian or Blue Mountains races, In the 
central midlands at circa 1000 feet there occurs a SSD., 
conara Couchman, almost wholly black, which is quite different 

rom anything found elsewhere in Australia. The race found in 
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the northern and eastern districts does not differ markedly 
from the Victorian ssp. zephyrus Waterh. & Lyell. 


Specimens of all the species under discussion were shown, 
most having been reared from the early stages. 


ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF QUEENSLAND 


Activities since the last report include three general meetings: 


11th May: The Society accepted an invitation from the 
Queensland Naturalists’ Club to near an address by Dr. W. T. 
Stearn, Senior PRINCIPAL Research Officer of the British 
Museum (Natural History) on "The Life and Work of Linnaeus". 


Sth June: The meeting took the form of a symposium on 
Conservation. The Chairman, Dr. G. W. Saunders, introduced 
four speakers each of whom spoke briefly on an aspect of 
conservation and then threw the meeting open to a lively 
session of questions and discussion. Panel speakers were 
Mr. P. Stanton, National Parks, Section, Department of 
Forestry; Dr. E. N. Marks, Department of Entomology, 
University of Queensland; Mr. J. Rosser, Director of Soil 
Conservation, Department of Primary Industries and Mr. A. 
C. Arvier, Imperial Chemical Industries. At the end of the 
meeting Dr. Marks challenged the Society to take an active 
role in conservation issues and botn Council and members 
(through the News Bulletin) are now considering this proposal 
and its implications. 


13th July: Visit to CSIRO Long Pocket Laboratories, the 
Major centre for cattle tick research in Australia. Before 
an inspection of the various laboratories, Dr. R. H. Wharton 
spoke briefly on "Veterinary Entomology in Australia".

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INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE OF FOREST PRODUCTS ENTOMOLOGICAL 


INFORMATION 


The purpose of IEFPEIL is to promote and foster closer 
co-operation and understanding between people in many countries 
of the world, working in the field of forest products entomology. 
It is felt that in the past, there has been a remoteness between 
workers in similar fields. Through lack of contact, people 
have been unaware of the progress, or even the existence of 
work, similar to their own, being performed by other entomologists. 
With participants in many countries, IEFPEI will be in a unique 
position to be able to bring together all people working in 
forest products entomology. 


Initially, the responsibilities of participants will be 
to supply other members with a full and up-to-date list of their 
own publications, indicating for which of these papers reprints 
are still available. Secondly, participants are asked to compose 
a list of references of papers published in their area in the field 
of forest products entomology since the beginning of 1969, and to 
circulate this list to all other members not later than the end of 
September, 1970. References will therefore be for the period 
ist January 1969 to 30th June 1970. Thereafter, participants 
will furnish similar lists each 12 months for the period ‘1st 
July - 30th June, and will automatically forward them to all 
other members of the group before 40th September each year. 


The group will not set down definite rules as to the methods 
by which participants will disseminate the information internally. 
ixisting contacts with colleagues at other institutes and labor- 
atories within one's own area will determine tnis. However, it 
is the responsibility of participants to circulate other forest 
products entomologists with information as to the existence of 
IEFPEI: the name and location of IEFPEI members in that area; 
and a request that they be informed of new publications and new 
developments in the field on the local scene. Participants will 
then be able to pass this information on to all other members 
of the IEFPEI group at the time of their next regular return. 

It is believed tnat news items to local Entomological or Wood 
Societies would be a most satisfactory means of achieving the 
desired publicity. 


Participants are also encouraged to supply copies of the 
list of IEFPEI members, together with complete addresses, as 
enclosed, to all other forest products entomologists in their 
area, sO that IbFPEI group members may be included on all mailing 
lists for reprints of papers as they are published. Authors 
will then know that their papers are getting a thorough distribution 
throughout the world, to people who are keenly interested. All of 
us Have our mailing list systems. However, to be able to have 
a list of 40 or 50 people in various countries who are keenly 
interested in the field of forest products entomology is surely 
a useful achievement. 
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As a result of the activities of the IEFPEI group, it is 
hoped that correspondence between participants, and contact 
Within and between countries or areas will become less difficult 
and will result in closer ties between those of us working in 
the field of forest products entomology. This will engender the 
feeling of belonging to a cohesive group of people who, although 
separated by great distances, are united by common interests and 
enthusiasm.

4 Note on the Family Jacobsoniidae (Coleoptera 


The family Jacobsoniidae as presently described contains

only three species = Sarothrias eximiug Grouvelle (Seychelles), 
Jacobsonium dimerum Heller (Sumatra) and Saphophagus minutus 
Sharp (N.Z.). 5S. eximius has since also been collected from 
Micronesia. However, R. A. Crowson has suggested (pers. comm.) 
that the genus Derolathrus with its two species atomus Sharp 
(Hawaii) and sharpi Grouvelle (Guadeloupe) may also prove to be 
properly assigned to this family. In addition, Franz has re- 
cently described a new monotypic genus, Lathridiomorphus, from 
the Canary Islands which appears from the literature to be very 
close to Derolathrus,. 


I am currently preparing descriptions of several new species 
from Australia and New Guinea and also examining a large number 
of Derolathrus from throughout the Pacific, Central America and 
West Indies with the intention of clarifying the position of 
this genus. 


eptibotapee 5 I would be pleased to see any further specimens 
which appear to® belong in this family. All known species are 

small (2mm. or less) and the family is characterised by a particu- 
larly elongated metasternum which exceeds in length the total of 

all other ventral segments. This is the most distinctive feature. 
Ihe antennae may be filiform or clubbed, the mouth parts are 

reduced and hidden by the mentum. Posterior coxae are widely 
separated, being located at the rear corners of the metasternun. 

The tarsi are reduced, and strangély, consist of a variable number 
of segments - 2(?7) in Jacobsonium, 3 in Sarothrias, 4 in Derolathrus, 
and 5 in Saphophagus. e habitat of known speceés includes under 
bark, in leaf litter and in bat guano within caves.

Lucerne Flea = Sminthurus viridis 


First Confirmed Record from the Americas 


An interesting new record of this pasture pestwas 
published by Dr. J. Najt in 1967. it was found in pastures 
near Balcarce in the Buenos Aires Province of Argentina. 
Parona recorded S. viridis from Argentina as long ago as 
1895 but this was shown to be a misidentification. Delamare 
and Rapoport recorded it in south-western Argentina in 1959, 
but again this was later found to be wrongly identified. 
Recently I received some specimens from Dr. Najt and there 
seems no doubt that this time the species is indeed 
Sminthurus viridis. 


There is very strong evidence that S. viridis was introduced 
from Western Australia into South Africa by way of subterranean 
clover seed. Large quantities of this seed are now being sent 
to both the North and South American continents and there must 
be a high risk of establishing this pest in such climatically 
favourable areas as Chile and California.

SCIENTIFIC AND COMMON NAMES OF INSECTS AND ALLIED 
FORMS OCCURRING IN AUSTRALIA. 


This list, published as CSIRO Bull. 285 in 1966, is widely 
used in Australia and elsewhere, and it has been recommended that 
it be revised about every five years. The Commonwealth and 
States Entomology Committee has proposed that a subcommittee 
comprising Dr. E. McC. Callan, Dr. A. R. Brimblecombe, Mr. C.E. 
Chadwick and Mr. E. J. Martyn be responsible for bringing the 
list up to date. It would be appropriate for a revision to 
appear two years hence to coincide with the 14th International 
Congress of Entomology to be held in Canberra from 22nd to 30th 
August P 1972 a 


The present list is a revised and enlarged edition of an 
earlier compilation published in 1955 and contains nearly 1,000 
entries. In the proposed new revision no more than some slight 
expansion is contemplated, commensurate with an increase in the 
species now known. The main criteria in compiling the list are 
(1) to include all species of insects and related arthropods of 
economic importance, and which attract attention because of 
abundance or striking appearance, and (2) to give for each species 
the scientific mame in current use, followed by the author of the 
specific name, together with the family and ordinal status, and 
the generally accepted common name. 


In a third revised edition the most important requirement 
is the addition of a number of species and the deletion of others, 
and the correction of names mainly in conformity with nomenclat- 
orial changes. A full case should be made out for all proposals 
for additions, emendations and deletions, and such proposals may 
be sent to the Chief Entomologist of your State or any member 
of the subcommittee,
